“Those who hold the reins of 
government should not forget that itis 
the duty of public authority by appro- 
priate laws and sanctions to defend 
the lives of the innocent, and this all 
the more so since those whose lives 
are endangered and assailed cannot 
defend themselves. 

“Among whom we must mention in 
the first place infants hidden in the 
mother’s womb. And if the public 
magistrates not only do not defend 
them, but by their laws and ordin- 
ances betray them to death at the 
hands of doctors or of others, let them 
remember that God is the Judge and 
Avenger of innocent blood which cries 
from earth to heaven.” (“Christian 
Marriage,” encyclical of Pius XI, Dec. 
31, 1930.) 


IT 1S SIGNIFICANT that, at the time of the 
great depression, with economies tumb- 
ling and people starving in the great 
industrial countries of the world, Pope Pius 
XI would stress the necessity of protecting 
the lives of “infants hidden in the mother’s 
womb.” 

This was a time when, under the guise of 
economic utility, the German ovens were 
warming up for the mass cremations, 
beginning with the halt, the lame, the 
insane—the “useless eaters“—and even- 
tually escalating to what is now known as 
“the Holocaust.” - ahs 

The Holy Father recognized that respect 
for the priceless value and dignity of all 
human life begins at the beginning—in the 
womb. 

HE RECOGNIZED that, unless we value 
the lives of these most innocent, most 


defenseless humans, we are doomed to >

put a utilitarian price on all life, resulting in 
endless greed, terrorism, oppression and 
war. Recent history has born this out. 

In a few days, Catholic voters will again 
have the opportunity to band together to 


halt the violence of abortion, which is the - 


first step in restoring value and dignity to all 
human life. ~ ees 
Voters will generally vote on the issues 
which affect them personally, mostly 
“pocketbook” issues, such as tax reduc- 
tion, tuition tax credits, minimum wage, 
_etc. This is fine, because it helps to provide 
economic security for the family. 


HOWEVER, Catholics have been politi- 
cally ineffective in challenging the moral 
issues which threaten to disrupt the unity 
and integrity of the family. Prof. James 
Hitchcock, chairman of the Catholic 
League for Religious and Civil Rights, 
explains why: 

“Catholics are virtually the only 
social group whose members are 
denied full acceptance in the political 
arena unless they in effect agree to 
suppress their professed principles. 
The strangeness of the situation is not 
diminished by the apparent equani- 
mity with which many Catholics have 
accepted it. 

“A black person elected to office is 
not expected to oppose anti-discrim- 
ination laws. A Jewish politician is not 
required to turn his back on Israel. 
The increasing numbers of women in 
public life are not asked to prove that 
they are not feminists.” 


WHY THEN SHOULD Catholics, the 
largest minority in the United States, be 
required to abandon their Catholicity? 

The rationalization used by politicians— 
“I’m personally opposed to abortion, but 
cannot impose my morality on others—is 
as intellectually and morally bankrupt as 
any position imaginable. 

They are saying that abortion is indeed 
immoral, that it does involve killing, but 
not only should the law condone it, the 
taxpayers should fund it. 

_ WE WOULD NOT vote for a candidate 
who states: “I’m personally opposed to 
child abuse, but do not want to impose my

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morality on others.” Nor would we vote for 
one ‘who consistently voted for tax-funded 
“killing centers” in order to rid our society 
of the unwanted, the impoverished, the 
mentally and physically handicapped. 

But year after year, we see candidates 
returned to office who do advocate child 
abuse, because abortion is the most violent 
of all child abuse. = . 

We see candidates, many of them 
Catholics, returned to office who have 
voted for tax-funded “killing centers,” 
because abortion clinics are killing centers 
designed to rid society of the unwanted, the 
impoverished, the mentally and physically 
handicapped. ’ 

THE PHRASE, “I’m personally opposed 
to abortion, but...” is aphrase thrown out on 
the assumption that the majority of 
Catholic voters are themselves moral idiots 
who will swallow anything their political 
leaders choose to toss them. 

Even though our preferred candidates 
espouse the “right” political and economic 
philosophy, do we as Catholics, have the 
courage to question their moral philosophy 
on the issue of abortion? 

In contrast to these politicians, we offer 
the example of the UCSD students who 
refused to pay that portion of their student 
health insurance which funds abortions, 
and whose registrations the university 
revoked. 

THOSE THREE—Susan Erzinger, Peggy 
Patton and Albin Rhomberg—had the rare 
courage to act on principle, and chose to 
risk their education in order to act against 
abortion. 

Because of their example, they have 
made many converts to the pro-life cause, 
and have encouraged many other students 
on campuses all over the state to take a 
stand on abortion. Can we afford to do less? 

All voters, especially Catholic voters, are 
asked to recognize the futility of our efforts 
to halt violence and oppression all over the 
world, when we are unable or unwilling to 
halt it here at home. 

We urge you to place the “unalienable 
right to life’ at the top of the list of 
important issues when you cast your vote 
on Nov. 7.

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A time to keep

Whether it’s due to the fact that most of the 
world’s bishops studied in Rome at sometime, or 
simply that the Vicar of Christ is Bishop of Rome, it 
has to be acknowledged that while the official 
language of the church may be Latin, it’s Italian you 
need most when. dealing with the church 
govenment. 


Outside of Italy, the Italian language is not noted 
for its universality, but in the curia of the church, 
the years since Vatican Il have shown a marked 
decline in the use of Latin and a greater relianceon 
Italian, according to John Muthig, head of the Rome 
bureau of the National Catholic (NC) News Service. 


Muthig writes that the status of Italian as the 
church’s language was enhanced on Oct. 18 by

years. In his first meeting with the College of 


Cardinals after the conclave, the Polish pope: 


addressed the international group in Italian rather 
than Latin. Then, as we all saw and heard, the new 
pope's first address from the balcony of St. Peter's 
was in Italian, not Latin. In fact it is fairly safe to 
assume that Cardinal Karol Wojtyla’s election to the 
throne of Peter depended in some measure on the 
fact that he speaks Italian well. 


“We have to be honest,” said a Vatican official 
recently. “So many prelates were trained in 
universities in Rome that naturally Italian has 
become a semi-official church language. There is 
a whole generation of newly ordained priests today 


who have never studied Latin. And, before long, ° 


very few people in the church will understand Latin. 
But,” he added, “Latin is like Mozart. The church 
can do whatever it wants about Mozart, but Mozart 
will continue.” 


Pope John Paul Il is remarkable in many, many 
ways, aS we find out daily. And he is certainly 
remarkable in the “gift of tongues” he possesses, 
in near fluency in so many languages. He will get 


plenty of practice—essential to maintaining | 


proficiency in any language.

‘Hedgecock refutes PP bias charge 


In your Sept. 21 edition you carried a 
long article (by Mary Solsbak) criticizing 
the Board of Supervisors for funding 
Planned Parenthood. The article is not 
factually accurate and deserves a small 
rejoinder. 

As a Catholic, |! am concerned about tax 
dollars being used to promote an immoral 
or anti-Catholic point of view. Planned 
Parenthood does make abortion informa- 
tion available to pregnant - women; 
however, it is only one of a number of 
options (adoption, keeping the child) that 
are explored and the final decision is left, 
as it always must be, with the individual. 


| could find no evidence at all of anti- 
Catholic material being disseminated in 
San Diego—the material presented at our 
hearing was, in fact, circulated only in 
Chicago and only for a brief period of time 
by the Planned Parenthood chapter there. 


As a local lawmaker, | am concerned 
about charges of conflict of interest. | have 
requested and received from our county 
counsel a legal opinion that my wife’s 
volunteer work on the Planned Parenthood 
Board of Directors presents no conflict of 
interest for me. 


| was taken aback by the charge that my 
wife’s views on this or any other matter 
would necessarily cloud my ability to 
make an objective judgement as a county 
supervisor. Such is simply not the case. 


As an intelligent human being, | was 
also deeply offended by the rude, 
abrasive, and over-emotional manner in 
which the Planned Parenthood opposition 
was presented. | have made every effort as 
a county supervisor to listen to all points of 
view and to weigh the facts as they are 
presented and to render judgements as 
fairly and objectively as | can. This job is 
made tremendously more difficult in an 


atmosphere of threats and finger pointing. 


It is a matter of fact that the Right to Life 
Council and all of the speakers at the 
hearing on the Planned Parenthood 
matter were given the same amount of 
time that is given to all sides of all issues 
under the rules of the Board. 
Unfortunately, Right to Life speakers 
spent most of their time accusing 
members of the Board of. being unfair 
(before any decision was made!) rather 
than presenting facts upon which the 


Board could act. 


As a lawmaker concerned about the fair 
implementation of the federal law under 
which family counseling services are 
funded, | have proposed and the Board 
has adopted, a grant to the diocese of San 
Diego to fund Responsible Parenthood 
Inc., which is undertaking to counsel 
people in natural birth control methods. 


In summary, you and your readers can 
be sure that | will continue to work for the 
objective implementation of the federal 
law which specifically forbids the use of 
public monies for abortion and | will 
continue to insist that all organizations 
receiving money under this law provide 
objective services without propaganda of 
the presentation of a moral (or immoral) 
point of view.

Last month CBS News announced that it 
had begun planning for a revised format of 
six-days-a-week morning news program- 
ming that will include a 90-minute Sunday 
morning edition—the first of its kind in 
network television history. 


The Sunday edition will be called 
“Sunday Morning.” Its content will be 
somewhat like a Sunday newspaper, 
featuring reports in the cultural, entertain- 
ment, religious and public affairs areas. 


“Sunday Morning,” which is scheduled 
to be aired at 10 a.m. beginning in mid- 
January 1979, will replace “Lamp Unto My 
Feet,” “Look Up and Live” and “Camera 
Three,” which have occupied this 90- 
minute broadcast period on the CBS net- 
work for many years. 


“Camera Three” has been CBS’ cultural 
series while “Lamp Unto My Feet” and 
“Look Up and Live” have been dedicated 
to religion.

ness obvious, either to the person 
concerned (which increases his or her 
guilt) or to some sympathetic on- 
looker (See how generous | am). That 
of course, is not forgiveness at all, 
merely another example of ego- 
stroking. 


Nor is.the willingness.to suffer that 
Father van Breemen refers to the 
same as the kind of pious “martyr- 
dom” so many of us affect. This is 
another form of self-service in 
disguise. We have a great variety of 
postures and manipulations with 
which we can feign mercy, all 
calculated to enhance our self-image 


- and damage the other, and most of 


them a denial of the forgiveness they 
ape. 

IN OUR BRASH and obvious ap- 
proach to the subtleties of human 
existence, we come reluctantly to the 
awareness that the battle is always 
against ourselves rather than others. 


The victory, the freedom we look for is 


primarily a victory over and freedom 
from the tyranny we impose upon 
ourselves. 


We would like to be merciful, 
generous and forgiving, but to suffer 
willingly at the hands of another looks 


the second on the humorous aspects of 
religion, and the third into a critique of the 
passing American culture. 


If there is one thing the Catholic press 
needs today it is humor. We are passing 
through serious times and most of our 


commentators take a serious view of the - 


church. However, in the true Catholic 
tradition, we have always been able to 
laugh at ourselves. Chaucer, Dante, 
Chesterton, Belloc and a host of others 
have been able to see behind the facade of 
picty intothe heart of reality. _ 

Bishop Gaughan also is able to do this. 
He can poke abitoffun atthe pompous and 


spineless, weak, unnatural. What of 
our pride and self-esteem? Should we 
not stand up for ourselves? Ought we 
in conscience to allow our tormentor 
to “get away with it?” Might we not be 
justified in getting our own back—just 
a little? - 

The ways of God are not the ways of 
men and the qualities we impute to 
ourselves as indications of strength 
are more often evidence of weakness. 
The true strength of our humanness 
lies in the adoption of qualities we 
associate with God; mercy, love and 
compassion. 


JESUS MADE no bones about that! 
Be perfect as God is perfect, he said. 
Be merciful as he is merciful. Love as 
he loves you, unconditionally, 
unlimitedly, unself-consciously. 
Become, as van. Breemen puts it, “a 
transparency through whom the 
mercy of Christ can shine.” 


It is one of the tremendously 


exciting paradoxes of life that the 
more we relinquish the desire for self- 
assertion and control over people and 
events, the more we grow in self- 
control and the power of under- 
standing; the more willingly we forgive 


the wrongs done us, the more we find . 


“look beyond the Roman collar. He sees the 
T-shirt under the vestment and wonders 
what message it might proclaim. 


He respects no sacred cows, whether 
they beultra-liberal writers onthe Christian 
left, or the humorless liturgists on the right 
who would choreograph even the simple 
daily mass. He saves his choicest barbs for 
those hippie priests who think they alone 
know how to “celebrate” mass. 


In amore serious vein, he comments on 
the poetry of Jesuit Father Gerard Manley 
Hopkins and his frequent use of the word 


“dappled.” “Glory be to God for dappled - 


things,” writes the poet, and the bishop 


freedom from the bondages of anger 
and resentment; the more we are able 
to experience compassion, the more 
likely we are to discover unselfinter- 
ested love. 


There is no way we can be merciful 
and retain malice or bitterness, those 
evils so corrosive to ourselves. There 
is nO way we can be forgiving and still 
hold the power to manipulate and 
threaten. If we really want to know the 
mercy of the beatitudes we must 
proceed in personal vulnerability and 
loving concern for the other. 


’ THE EXERCISE of mercy is one of 
the most liberating human virtues. We 
cannot believe that until we exper- 
ience for ourselves the wonderful 
release and peace of total forgiveness 
of a person who has really harmed us 
in one way or another. Letting 
everything go, holding nothing back. 
That is when we begin to taste 
freedom. That is when we begin to 
discern that the true exercise of power 
is in its relinquishment. 


As Shakespeare believed, mercy 
does indeed fall like rain from heaven. 
It is not our function to dam and store 
it, but to let it flow freely and freeingly 
through each of us.

the United States to aid the mis- 
sions. Last year Americans gave 
$26 millions to the mission funds. 


In offices 12 floors above the busy traffic at 
the intersection of 34th Street and Park 
Avenue, New York City, the staff of the national 
office of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith keep tabs on the efforts of U.S. Catholics 
to support the missions. 


Led by Bishop Edward T. O’Meara, more than 
45 persons in two floors of offices offer 
assistance and advice—and practical service 
—to the diocesan missions directors around 
the country. 


Each diocese is required to have a missions 
office. But Bishop O’Meara doesn’t sit in New 
York giving them directions. Each diocesan 
director is appointed and controlled—if that is 
the word—by the local bishop. Bishop O’Meara 
coordinates the national effort and receives 
gifts made directly to his office. — 


But any gift made from any part of the United 
States is also credited to the local missions 
office as resulting from their labors. 


The national director, who succeeded the 
famous Archbishop -Fulton J. Sheen in the 
office, became a bishop in 1975 and actually 
was given the titular See of Thisiduo, which had 
previously been alocated by Rome to then- 
Bishop John R. Quinn, formerly of San Diego, 
now archbishop of San Francisco.

Love and fear of the Lord—we, as Christians, want to 
do God's will and a great many of us follow his law. But 
when we hear that we can be better, we wonder how. 


Many years ago, a rich young man asked how he 
could better fulfill the laws of God.

The story of the rich young man introduces 
a gospel passage dealing with the problem 
posed by riches in leading a Christian life. 
Again the basic text is that of Mark, but 
Matthew and Luke, while following it quite 
closely throughout, adapted it in varying 
degrees. 


The man is rich in all three accounts, but 
Matthew says he was young, and Luke makes 
him a ruler of some sort. But there are more 
significant differences. The man asks Jesus: 
“Good teacher, what must I do to share in 


everlasting life?” (Mark 10:17). 


HE IS A SINCERE, attractive fellow, not 
content to live a merely good life, but anxious 
to acquire a greater degree of holiness. The 
term “everlasting” or “eternal” life, very 


“common in: John, is not restricted to its 


temporal meaning of life in eternity. 


It signifies rather a quality of life, a share in 
Godlikeness that can be realized here on 
earth.

He gets, instead, at least at the outset, a _

trouble with this blunt statement of Jesus. 
Even Matthew seems to have found it 
embarrassing, for he changed the dialogue to 
read: “Teacher, what good must I do to 
possess everlasting life?”

“Why do you question me about what is 
good? There is One who is Good...” 
(Matthew 19:16-17). 


Contrary to a popular misconception, 
Jesus did not go around claiming to be “God.” 
Son of God though he was, he was also an 
authentic human being. As such, he 
acknowledged his dependence upon his 
Father for everything, an admission which is 
especially explicit in the fourth gospel, for all 
its clear statements of the divinity of Christ.

We can always do better

“lama good person. I pay taxes. lam good 
to my family. I give to charity. I pay church 
support. I try to save the environment. Yet I 
go to church every Sunday and hear that I 
ought to do better. How can I be expected to 
do more? With the little time I have left over, I 
hate to spend it feeling guilty about what I 
don’t do. And I don’t have an easy life. I don’t 
seem to be reaping God’s rewards.” 


These feelings are distressing, and possibly 
a number of us feel this way. But we should 
stop a moment and realize that we are not 
perfect even though we aay live exemplary 
lives. 


IF WE TAKE time to examine one day, 
any day, we will realize that we could have 
done something better. And when things do 
not seem to be working out for us, even 
though we try to be true to our Christianity, it 
is human to feel that God is not rewarding us. 


What we hear from pulpits about becoming 
better people is about healing which comes in 
recognizing the evil we are up against within 
ourselves and outside ourselves. If we listen 
well, we can learn how healing can happen to 
us. 


All of:us know the harsh moment when we 


are accused of something and then left, 
abandoned to our pain and our insufficiency. 
To be left with an increased sense of self- 
worthlessness takes a long time to heal. 


TRUE, GOD’S healing does not overlay 
our human defeats in celestial gold leaf, 
leaving us as great baroque art pieces of 
beauty. It does not offer the same being- 
taken-care-of-forever which banks in our 
society offer. ~ 


But neither does it encourage unhealthy 
and defeatist attitudes, leaving us with 
patterns that are non-productive and which 
we continue to go through again and again, 
simply because, at least, they are familiar. 


Sometimes God’s healing doesn’t seem to 
reach deep enough and he seems to have left 
us with only our own stories and we feel like 
characters in deep need of a better author. 


BEING AT PEACE with God does not 
always mean being at peace. Consider the 
biblical characters. The truly religious person 
admits that evil exists, that senseless things 
happen which cannot be resolved by making 
speculations about them nor undergoing a 
long battery of behavioral. modification 
exercises. 


Senseless things happen; good people fall

Jesus reassured the man that if there was. 
any secret about living a Godlike life, it was an’ 


open secret. He simply referred him to the 
keeping of the Commandments, and the man, 
perhaps a bit disappointed, answered: 
“Teacher, I have kept all these since my 
childhood.” This was not a pompous boast, 
like tht made by the Pharisee ‘in Jesus’ 
parable of the Pharisee and the Publican. It 
was a simple, rather i ingenious statement of 
fact. 


JESUS’ REACTION speaks volumes 
(and it is strange indeed that neither Matthew 
nor Luke retained it): “Then Jesus looked at 
him with love and told him, ‘There is one thing 
more you must do. Go and sell what you have 
and give to the poor; you will then have 
treasure in heaven. After that, come and 
follow me” (Mark 10:21). 


The man has made no claim to heroic virtue 


__or anything of the sort. He has simply kept the 


Commandments. And for that Jesus 
responds, not with cold approval or even 
warm admiration, but with love, thus 
establishing the deepest of interpersonal 
relationships.

needs to be heard, to seek justice in a business situation 
when risk of losing prestige for oneself may be the price, — 
to seek justice for the oppressed in the community or 

_ perhaps in the world. How will we answer? And if we 

__ respond, “yes,” how will God reward us? 


We all experience the terrible feeling of abandonment 
in our lives—times when we feel that even God has 
turned a deaf ear to our pain. Yet we can learn from — 
Francis Libermann that the very abandonment we feel 
can lead us to abandon ourselves to God. : 


__ Libermann’s ‘spirituality originates in his experience 
that a person achieves his unique life form only when he 
abandons himself to his divine life direction. 


__ In Father van Kaam’s article, he points out that “this 
_abandonment implies an acceptance of one’s nature 
with all its gifts and limitations.” 


and tells him how he can satisfy that restless- 
ness. It is obviously not a demand we would 
make on everyone, and Matthew recasts 
Jesus’ words to make it clear that he is sug- 
gesting something unusual: : 


“IF YOU SEEK perfection, go, sell your 
possessions...” (Matthew 19:21). But, to 
return to Mark’s account, “At these words 
the man’s face fell. He went away sad, for he 
had many possessions.” 


In all three versions there follows a series of 
sayings on the general theme of riches in the 
life of the Christian. The incident itself has 
illustrated how an attachment to riches can 
stand between a person and his very genuine 
desire for a more intimate relationship with 
the Lord. 


But the sayings touch upon the still more 
tragic situation of people who are so 
enamored of wealth that it becomes a rival 
claimant with God for their allegiance. 


Clearly the man in the gospel story didn’t 
fall into this unhappy category—“Jesus 
looked at him with love”—and the sayings are 
not an indictment of riches in themselves or of 
the rich. But they are a warning against 
fashioning for ourselves golden calves, idols 
which can bar our entry into the kingdom. 
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of God is a perfect union of wills with God: 


that means the inability to will anything 
that God does not will.”—Thomas Merton, 


under the wheel of others’ ill-will; others fall 
under theirs. (We saw the irrational effects of 
that tendency universalized lately in 
“Holocaust.”) 


The human tendency to lay guilt trips is 
also almost universally denied. “Others 
manipulate, make me feel small, inadequate. 
But, you see, I understand that they do and 
‘ergo’ I do not do that myself to anyone.” 
Actually that is nonsense. We all have human 
feelings, and this is one of them. 


"IF WE BELIEVE ourselves teachable and . 


others the same, we do not need to lay so 
many guilt trips on others. For what we 
assume is that others will find their way if we 
trust them, trust that their patterns of human 
growth and decline are right for them even 
though they may not be right for us. 


Of course, Jesus taught us that we are all 
teachable. He does not want us to make 
others feel guilty and he does not want us to 
manufacture guilt feelings in ourselves. When 
we hear from the pulpit that we can be better, 
it is truth. 


Becoming better does not necessarily 
mean going to all the parish meetings or 
joining every parish activity. Becoming better 
Christians means a growth that happens 
inside ourselves. That growth may show itself 
in more service to others and a variety of ways 
that are evident to others. But the visible 
growth is something that is a natural

outgrowth of what we are becoming. 


WE ARE IN constant need of God’s 
healing. Conversion to his way is ongoing 
throughout our lives. But he does not want us 
to be constantly afraid that we are failing our 
Christian commitment. Guilt at how much we 
are not doing is not the gospel message. 


The gospel message urges us to foster our 
growth in goodness. And even if we become 
outstandingly good Christians, it does not 
promise earthly rewards. Jesus was the most 
outstandingly good person who has ever lived 
or ever will live, yet he was put to death like a 
common criminal. And while he was dying he 
begged his Father to forgive those who 
persecuted him. 


God’s forgiveness is so great that we 
cannot possibly understand it fully. He does 
not want us to build guilt feelings, but he does 
want us to recognize that we have to work if 
we are to grow more and more like him. 


AND WHEN WE are feeling sorry for 
ourselves because the everyday business of 
living is unrewarding and often unfair, it will 
put things back into a proper perspective if we 
stop a moment and recall the earthly reward 
Jesus was given for his goodness. 


Perhaps then, we can stop a little longer 
and thank him for the lasting reward. of 
sharing in his eternal kingdom when we have 


come to the end of our struggles here on 


earth. 


9s call was to help all 
_ kinds of abandoned souls

Francis Libermann, a spiritual master of the ° 
first half of the 19th century, communicates as 
his main message: abandonment to our Lord 
so that we may overcome our abandonment of 
soul. To appreciate his message we should be 
aware of the many abandonments Liberman 
himself experienced. 


He was born Jacob Libermann on April 12, 
1802, to the Orthodox Jewish rabbiof Saverne 
in the French Elzas. He shared the 
abandonment Jewish families felt at that time. 
Growing up he met the inner abandonment of 
a crisis of faith. As a student he began to 
doubt the Bible. 


THIS TRIAL ended with his conversion to 
the Catholic faith. He was baptizedon Dec. 24, 
1826, and took the name Francis. 


He felt called to the priesthood and was 
accepted as a student in the seminary of St. 
Sulpice in Paris. There he was struck by 
another abandonment caused by a cruel ail- _ 
ment: the “falling sickness.” He began to 
suffer epileptic convulsions. 


A victim of falling sickness cannot be 
advanced to orders. So they kept him as a | 
helper of the bursar of the seminary for doing 
little jobs around the house. 


RUNNING ERRANDS in Paris, he never 
crossed the bridges over the Seine without 
the urge to cast himself into the waters below. 
Even within his room he dared not keep a 
knife or other sharp object. Abandonment to 
God saved him from despair. 


After 10 years of suffering, the seminarian 
was sufficiently cured to be ordained a priest. 
In the meantime he had founded a religious

He extended in this way his care for the 
abandoned students, teachers and scholars. 


In the end he propagated an unbelievable . 


variety of other works for all kinds of 
abandoned souls in his home country. 


GRADUALLY, he discovered the range 
of his call for the universal church. It was 
disclosed to him in and through his trying out 
ever new works for all kinds of abandoned 
souls. 


Many of his followers could not immediate- 
ly grasp the steady deepening of his life 
direction. Instead they would fixate on some 
initial work accepted by him that embodied 
only one possible embodiment of his vision. 
Hence until the end of his life, he suffered 
often the abandonment of betrayal by his own 
followers. He foresaw that this abandonment 
could even repeat itself after his death. 


Libermann’s spirituality originates in his 
experience that a person achieves his unique 
life form only when he abandons himself to his 
divine life direction. This abandonment 
implies an acceptance of one’s nature with all 
its gifts and limitations. 


THIS ACCEPTANCE of nature meant 
for Libermann also care for our bodily wel- 
fare. He developed a whimsical formula of the 
three H’s: health, head and holiness, and the 
order is significant.

The young man was disappointed. Jesus 
seemed to be saying no more than what he 
already knew. But maybe Jesus meant other 
commandments than those his parents 
taught him. So he asked Jesus, “Which 
ones?” 


Jesus said, “You shall not kill;” “You shall 
not steal;” “You shall not lie;” “Respect your 
parents and be good to them.” 


Still more disappointed, the young man 
said to Jesus, “I do keep those 
commandments. I have always kept them, 
since I was a child. There must be something 
more, isn’t there?” 


Jesus really liked the earnest young man. 
He smiled at him with love and care. Jesus 
told him, “Yes, there is something more. If 
you really want to live happily, you must do 
one more thing. Go and sell everything you 
own. Give all the money to the poor. Then 
come back and be my friend.” 


This was not what the young man had 
expected to hear. Sell everything and give 
away the money to poor people, strangers! 
He thought of all the good things he owned. 
Some his parents had given him. Some he had 
earned through his own hard work. He felt 
sad inside. He could not give all that away in 
order to be Jesus’ friend. 


Slowly and sadly he walked away from 
Jesus.

diversifying it according to the character, the 
mind, the natural temperament of each 
person. Hence everyone has his own 
pathway, his own direction'to follow in going 
to God.” 


Libermann frowned ona multitude of petty 
devotions or involvement in numerous 
ascetical practices. Without engaging in a 
pragmatic training in the separate virtues, he 
recommends remaining in the presence of 
God in whom all that is best in every person 
lies hidden as in its source. The rest follows 
spontaneously. 


IN AGITATION ve are all to often at the 
mercy of momentary impressions. Hence 
Libermann’s insistance on calm and 
equanimity. Serenity facilitates our abandon- 
ment in regard to the unique direction of 
others. 


“When we allow everyone to act according 
to his own concepts, his own character, his 
own cast of mind and his entire makeup, a 
great deal of good will be achieved.” 


The same abandonment to God’s direction 
made him suspicious of perfectionism: 
“Beware of that imagination which makes you 
demand perfection in human beings, in 
organizations and in things in general. We will 
encounter imperfection wherever we 
encounter human beings. Let’s not break 
anything in the process: Otherwise, we lose 
20 times more than we gain in the end. 


“I HAVE OBSERVED that the really 
great saints always acted in the way I have 
recommended. Only the ‘petty saints,’ the 
ones who haven’t gone very far along the road 
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of piety, act contrariwise. 


“This sort of energy has another defect. It 
has a penchant for methods and remedies 
that are radical. Now, radicalism is good and 
even necessary in the realm ef dogma, but it is 
detestable and destructive of all good when it 
comes to the administration and supervision 
of sacred things. 


“Be particularly careful to overcome the 
embarrassment you may feel in the com- 
pany of men of the world. Such embarrass- 
ment engenders a sort of stiffness, a kind of 
shyness that gives one the air of being ill- 
humored and stand-offish. 


“YOU OUGHT to like all people, no 
matter how they may feel about religious 
principles or about you. There is no one in this 
world who can even slightly force the 
consciences, wills or minds of his fellowmen. 
God didn’t want to do it, why should we?” 


For Libermann the main condition and the 

finest fruit of this'spirituality of abandonment 

" was an attitude which he described over and 

over again. He called it “douceur”—a term 

which would perhaps be translated as gentle- 
ness. 


This gentleness resulting from abandon- 
ment creates inner harmony and peace, ex- 
cludes harshness, tension, compulsion and 
rigidity. toward oneself and others. It 
moderates all agitation, relieves anxiety, 
controls aggressiveness and hostility. It is the 
fruit of graced self possession that has been 
gained through daily growth in graced 
abandonment to our divine life direction. 


“One does not fear God because he is 
terrible, but because he is literally the 
soul of goodness and truth, because to do 
him wrong is to do wrong to some

Not really. There are, of course, 
many women religious who are active 
in the movement and some who want 
to be priests. 


In the past, nuns had more 
opportunities to study theology or 
become involved in church ministry 
activities than their lay sisters. But 
that is changing rapidly as religious 
orders decentralize and the role of the 
laity in the church is developed. 


The Women’s Ordination Confer- 
ence is an organization, not only of 
women, whether married, single or 
celibate, but also-of men, including 
many priests. 


2. If Jesus wanted women to be 
ordained, why did Jesus ordain twelve 
men? 


First of all, Jesus did not ordain 
anyone. Jesus called twelve Jewish, 
probably married men, to serve and 
spread God’s message. 


Despite the cultural norms of his 
time which did not allow women to 
have any legal rights in the society, 
Jesus had a very positive attitude 
toward women. 


But the fact that he did not call any 
women to be disciples is not really 
relevant because today we have male 
priests who are not Jewish, not 
married, and not Galilean fishermen. 


3. Don’t you think it very important 
that Jesus became man? 


Most definitely the fact that Jesus 
took on human flesh is the most 
important event in the salvation of the 
world. 


However, when eeriog to Jesus, 
the church says in the Creed, “et 
homo factus est.” The word “homo” 
translates as human, “and he was 
made human,” meaning the human 
species, not a particular sex. 


If the church had meant maleness, 
-it would have said, “et vir factus est.”” 


There is, however, a deeper 
question at stake here: were we 
redeemed through the maleness of 
Jesus or through his Incarnation, his 
divine nature taking on human flesh? 


If women cannot be ~ priests’ 
because they cannot “resemble” 
Jesus as a male, then we must ask if 
women can be redeemed at all 
through baptism, that is, can they be 
“baptized in Christ Jesus” (Romans 
6:3)? - 

The church has always used the 
language of humanness, not 
maleness,’ in speaking of salvation. 
This confusion of language, by. the 
way, is one of the effects of using the 
generic English word, “man,” when 
we really mean “human.” 


4. How did the women’s ordination 
movement get started? 


It started in the hearts of women 
many ages ago. St. Theresa of the 


Child Jesus prayed that she would die 
at the age of 26 (the age men are 
usually ordained), so that she could 
celebrate eucharist in heaven 
because she could not on earth. 


As we meet and tell our stories, 
many women say that they felt called 
to the priesthood very young. As 
children they “played mass,” but as 
they grew older they could not tell of 
their dream for fear of ridicule or 
rebuke. 


Only in recent years have people 
begun to speak openly about women 
becoming priests. 


5. What started the movement in 
recent times? 


The first group to begin talking 
about the ordination of women was St: 
Joan's International Alliance, a group 
of women and men begun in England 
in 1911 to work for the full equality of 
women.with men in church and 
society. 


In 1963, after Pope John XXIll’s 
encyclical, “Mater et Magistra” which 
identified women as a group 
consistently in subordinate positions, 
the St. Joan’s group began to raise up 
the ordination issue -as a way of 
ending that subordination in the 
church. 


In the early 70’s in the United 
States, a woman named Jean Barnes 
began to write long letters in the 


_ National Catholic Reporter about why 


women should be ‘priests. 


At the same time in Europe, the 
Association of Women Aspiring to the 
Presbyteral Ministry was formed by a 
79-year-old contemplative Belgian, 
Sister Valentine Bussaret. 


It was brought to the U.S. by Mary 
Lynch, a laywoman who was present 
in Rome for the synod of 1974. 


As a result of the inability to have 
the topic raised at the synod, Mary 
called a meeting in December 1974 to 
see how many people were concerned 
about the issue. 


This resulted in the calling of the 
first Conference on the Ordination of 
Women held in Detroit in November 
1975. Fourteen hundred people 
attended. 


The fact of the conference was 
taken so seriously that the Sacred 
Congregation of the Faith issued a 


‘statement “On the Question of the 


Admission of Women to the 
Ministerial Priesthood,” in January 
1977. 


It stated the church’s present 
discipline not to ordain women. 


However in the US., 
Bicentennial Call to Action Confer- 
ence in October 1976, a resolution 
calling for the ordination of women 
was voted ‘overwhelmingly by the 
3,000 delegates, and in May 1977 the 
bishops agreed to continue to study 
the issue. 


The Second Conference on the 
Ordination of Roman Catholic 
Women, to be held in Baltimore this 
month, will further continue the 
dialogue in the church for the 
acceptance of women to full 
sacramental ministry. 


6. How do you think women will get 
ordained? 


Women -are experiencing affirma- 
tion of their call through the people 
with whom they are ministering now, 
even though it is a limited ministry. 


Men and women, young and old, of 
various races and nationalities, do not 
seem to be concerned whether the 
one whois ministering isawomanora 
man, or of a particular race or culture, 


at the.

but is rather more interested in 
someone walking the journey of life 
with them. 


Women will be. ordained by the 
people recognizing their God-given 
talents as ministers and asking for 
them. 


The institutional church, faithful to 
its tradition and the teachings of 
Vatican Il, will authenticate what the 
people believe. 


7. Why do: more women than men 
appear to be against the issue? 


One of the insidious effects of a 
patriarchal world view is that women 
by and large are conditioned to treat 
other women as the enemy. As they 
grew up women were not encouraged 


. to trust each other but to compete 


with each other for the approval of 
men. 


In the church, the view that holds 
that women cannot be part of the 
sacred has been so re-inforced that 
many women still believe that women, 
just because they are women, are not 
worthy or capable of joining in the 
sacredness of the sacraments. 


We see this expressed, for example, 
when communicants will cross the 
church in order not to receive com- 
munion from a woman eucharistic 
minister. 


This is a tragedy. The building of a 
loving sisterhood among all women is 
the answer to this kind of 
conditioning. 


8. What will we call women priests? 


We hope that women will be called 
by their names. “I have called you by 
name and you are mine.” 


When titles separate us and keep us 
apart, then we must look at the 
structure that causes such a 
separation and change it. 


Respect is gained by the integrity of 
one’s personhood, not by titles. 


9. Why would women want to ‘be 
ordained to a clerical system that 
oppresses them? 


We do not want to. To speak of the 
ordination of women is to speak of a 
transformation of priesthood.

By that we mean evolving a new 
kind of priesthood that the church has 
never seen before, because women 
have never been priests. 


The “renewed priestly ministry” 
that we envision and speak of would 
concentrate more on serving people 
than administrating a bureaucratic 
organization. | would call for the end 
of a hierarchical structure with its 
attendant evils of racism, classism, 
sexism and elitism. 


Instead there would be more 


sharing, more cooperation among 
-priests-and laity and more integration 


of both male and female eharacteris: 
tics in priestly service. 


The call for the renewal of eal 
ministry is, by the way, not solely the 
idea of the women’s ordination 
conference. 


In 1977, the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ committee on 
priestly life and ministry, issued the 
document “As One Who Serves” 
which outlines a priesthood that is 
service-oriented, collegial and deeply 
Spiritual. 


Many dioceses are already working: 


on renewal programs for priests 
currently ordained and preparing the 
way for a truly renewed priesthood in 
which women might well participate 
in the future. 


10. How can the women’s ordination 
movement continue when the church 
recently declared that women may 
not be ordained? 


It is important to understand that 
the declaration is not an encyclical, 
not an infallible statement, but rather 
an ordinary non-infallible teaching of 
the church. 


It is the same type of teaching that 
the church has changed many times 
in the past, for example teachings on 
slavery, usury, evolution and the 
belief that the earth was the center of 
the universe (disproved by Galileo). 


The Women’s Ordination Confer- 
ence continues because it has hope 
that the church will stay faithful to its 
history and change even 2,000-year- 
old traditions when it reads the signs 
of the times. 
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
